IN BIG MASS MEETING 
LIBERALS UNANIMOUSLY 


ENDORSE RECIPROCITY 


Means Absolute Free Trade as far as 


it Goes, Says Duncan Marshall. 
Forward Copy of Resolution 
to Premier Laurier 


Moved by James McGeorge, second- 
ed by Arthur Mowat, and resolved: 

That we, the Liberals of the ( Cily 
of Edmonton in Mass meeting assem- 
bled, desire to express our unquali- 
led approval of the proposed Trade 
Agreement between Canada and the 
United States, believing that it will 
greatly stimulate the Agricultural 
and Manufacturing Industries of 
Ganada, and that if adopted, it will 
confer the greatest good upon. the 
greatest number, and we further be- 
lieve that such an Agreement will 
tend to more friendly relations be- 
tween the peoples of the two Coun- 
tries, and that it will:strengthen the 
bonds between Canada and the Mo- 
ther Country, and will tend to unite 
in closer friendship and good-will, 
the .two great Anglo-Saxon Nations, 
Britain and the United States, which 
we believe will result in the highest 
interests of civilization, the uplift- 
ing of the Human Race, and Univer- 
sal Peace among all Nations. 

And that a copy of this resolution 
be forwarded to the Rt.. Hon, Sir 
Wilfred Laurier. 

Liberals of Edmonton, in mass meet- 
ing in the Liberal Club’ rooms, unani- 


mously passed the above resolution en- 
dorsing the reciprocity pact between 
Canada and the United States, after lis- 
tening .to ‘three or four” stirring 
speeches from prominent men, the fea- 
ture of which was the able presentation 
of the subject by Hon. Dunean Mar- 
shall, Minister of Agriculture. 

This is the econd meeting in Edmon- 
ton.to pass endorsation on the recipro- 
city pact, the Board of Trade having 
alimost unanimously tendered their ap- 
proval ina meeting last week. A copy 
of the resolution passed by the Liber- 
als last évening is being forwarded to 
Sir Wilfred Laurier, dnd to Hon. Frank 
Oliver. 

Edmonton citizens heard for the first 
time last night an able presentation of 
the reciprocity agreement by an able 
speaker, Hon. Duncan Marshall, 
speaking for over half an hour, gave 
the audience the ful benefit of his thor- 
ough knoWledge-of tariff conditions in 
Canada and «the United States, and 
dwelt at length upon the benefits to be 
derived. from the pact. His. outstand- 
ing line of argument was the immense 
benefits to be derived by the farmers

STETTLER RANCHER IS SHOT 
BY PARTIES AS YET UNKNOWN 


WOULD-BB ASSASSIN: FIRED THROUGH WINDOW—FAR- 
MER NEAR ‘STETTLER SUSPECTED OF CRIME AND 
IS BEING SEARCHED FOR BY MOUNTED POLICE 


Stettler, March 24 (Special to, The 
Capital).—While sitting ina room in 
his house seven miles from: ‘town, Wil- 
liam Lennox, a wealthy horsedealer of 


the-district was shot through the back 
by an unidentifled party who discharg- 
ed the contents of: his rifle through an 
open window. Lennox ‘was sitting in 
his parlor with a couple of friends, 
between 9 and 40 o'clock, when the 
party were astounded. to hear .a loud 
report, followed by the shattering of 
glass, and Lennox fel) back in his chair, 
groaning in agony. His assailant made 
good his escape in teh darkness before 
he could be identified, but it is thought 
that a farmer, who had a dispute with 
Lennox some time ago in regard to a 
horse deal, was the perpetrator of the 
crime, 

Lennoz's friends rendered him such 
aid as they could, staunching his

TO SPEND MILLIONS ON PULP 
INDUSTRY NEAR REVELSTOKE 


SAWMILL TO BE ERECTED ON COLUMBIA RIVER WILL 


HAVE A CAPACITY OF 
ERICAN AND C 


Revelstoke, B. C., March 24,.—Plans 
involving the expenditure of several 
millions of dollars for the exploitation 
of the water power, pulpwood and 
timber reserves of. this district, on a 
large seale, are formulating here 
through a group of Canadian and Amer- 
ican capitalists, The initial investment 
involves the erection of a sawmill on 
the Columbia river, about one mile 
west of the city, with a capacity of 
200,000 feet per day. It will be the 
largest of ils kind in British Columbia, 

Over five hundred miles of timber 
and pulpwood limits in the Columbia 
Valley have ben secured for the pur- 
poses ofg the interprise, The instal- 
lation of a pulp and. paper mill, with

und producers of the Dominion, in se- 
curing free acess with their natural 
products to the markets of ninety mil- 
lions of people to the south, 

Other speakers were Jas. McGeorge, 
Attorney General Milehell, and Arthur 
Mowat, T. A. Neely, of Meaford, Ont., 
ind Jos, Adair. ' ; 

Geo, MoLeod, President of the Ed- 
imonton Liberal Association, was chair- 
ian. He opened the meeting by pre- 
senting the resolution, which was im- 
mediately spoken to by Jas. MeGeorze, 
Mr, MoGeorge said the subject had 
teen disoussed from coast to coast, and 
he had no doubt most of the audience 
were familiar with th pros and cons. 
He spoke of the opposition of the Con- 
servatives to the pact, and of the in- 
consistency of their arguments. They 
had complained for years that the Lib- 
eral Government had not reduced the 
tariff, ‘and now when the Government 
were about to reduce it, they did not 
want it. 

He saw fo reason why, since the 
inanufacturers were allowed to trade 
across the fine, the farmers should hot 
be allowod ta do so. As an out and 
out old oountry free trader, he accept- 
ed this pact as something that would 
tend to unite the two-nations:together, 

Arthur Mowat, son of the late Sir 
Oliver Mowat, and one of the promi- 
nent Liberals of Edmonton, seconded 
ine resolution, and said that he felt 
strongly for this pact, not only for the 
penefits to be derived from it, but also 
beoause of the severe criticism that 
was being launched against jt. . Some: 
were oalling the Liberals disloyal, He 
defled any man to'go into any constitu- 
ency in Canada, and try to get a nomin- 
juion on ‘the ground of antagonism to 
the British Empire. 

It was most important to the inter- 
vests of the Empire that this pact should 
carry. How would it appear if foreign 
settlers who came here were told that 
in the interests of the manufacturers 
ihey would be required to make .tnan- 
cial sacrifice. Nothing would tend to 
make them so disloyal as such a thing 
as that, 

Mr. Mowat believed that Sir Wilfred 
lauricr was an astute politician, that 
he knew public feeling,when he said 
to Toronto people that this would not 
hurt the manufacturer. ‘Ife knew what 
he was talking about. 

Attorney General Mitchell said it af- 
Jorded him pleasure to be present to 
support, the resolution in favor of re- 
«iprocity. The resolution was one 
which spoke with no uncertain sound, 
and it;would show the Dominion Cab- 
inet (hat this gathering spoke«with-no 
uncertain feeling regarding ‘the: policy 
of reciprooity be had announced. The 
policy was'in the best.interests of Can- 
ada, and particularly of the west. The 
attorney general said he was nota tariff 
expert but he was here to show the 


Liberal assoelation that he was in sym- | ada, was lower per 4,000 lbs. of goods, 
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The situation was a serious one for 
the party. Opposition was moving 
heaven and earth to prevent the people 
from getting the right view of the mat- 
ter, and Liberals must lend hearty sup- 
port to the Government. 

Speaking for the-south country, Mr. 
Mitchel said that the benefits for that 
part of the province would be enor- 
mous. For years the cattle men had 
been trying to ship cattle out of the 
country, The long haul to. the sea- 
board was a great drawback.

The lumber men also were in favor of 
it. 

_ Hon. Mr. Marsnail. 

“So far as it goes, this reciprocity 
pact provides absolute free trade ex- 
cept in agricultural implements.’’ That 
was one chief point brought out by 
Mr. Marshall, and it was one of the 
strong reasons why he was so heartily 
in favor of the pact. He was at the 
meeting as a citizen and a Liberal, and 
as such he was pleased to support the 
resolution. r 

The wiping out of the tariff as pro- 
posed by the new pact would mean ab- 
solute free trade in natural products, 
without any government officials to in- 
tergfere at the border. 

Mr. Marshall pointed out how trade 
had developed between Canada. and the 
United States in spite of British pre- 
ference. Under British preference the 
trade between Canada and Great Brit- 
ain had grown from $137,000,000 to 
$244,000,000, with one-third of the 
tariff. cut off British goods. | While 
British trade with Canada had been 
growing, what had trade between: Can- 
ada.and the United States been doing? 
It had developed. to a very much lar- 
ger. extent. The trade between these 
two countries was now 8336,000,000 
If development of trade between Can- 
ada, and United States meant annexa- 
tion Canada had been anexed long ago. 

; Mr, Marshall made the prophecy that 
the: greatest talkers about anexation 
now would have a good deal to explain 
when they came to tell some years 
hence why annexation had not taken 
place. ‘ i 

/Why was it that trade between Can- 
ada*and the United States was larger 
than trade between Canada and Great 
Britain? It was because that, in spite 
of British preference, duty paid on 
United States goods coming into Can- 
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than the duty on goods coming from 
Britain. .Canada imported more from 
the United States on the free list than 
from Great Britain. This went to show 
Where Canada was doing its. trading, 

Trade with United States had not 
affected Canadian citizenship. When a 
Canadian sent goods into the United 
States he did not send his citizenship 
with them. He would give little for 
the Canadian citizenship that would be 
affected by such trading, 

The success of Canadian manufac- 
turers ‘was not because of the tariff. 
In 1896 ‘half the factories in Cenada 
were closed, and wages low. These 
factories were now doubled in capacily 
and wages were high. What has built 
them up? It was because Canada had 
now a government that settled the 
western prairies, With farmers who 
spent their money with Canadian manu- 
facturers. It was the money of the 
western farmers that made the Can- 
adian manufacturers rich. 

Mr. Marshall pointed out the reci- 
procity would widen the market. for 
Canadian cattle. Chicago was one of 
the best cattle markets in the world, 
and Canadian shipers would get bet- 
ter prices, 

Fruit, growers in Ontario had said 
that they were going to be ruined. 
But if the names of these alleged fruit 
growers who opposed the agreement 
were looked up, there would be found 
names of fruit canners, The canners 
wanted the fruit growers to have a 
limited market, so that they would have 
the growers at their mercy as to prices. 
Mr. Marshal told something of the Do- 
minion Canners' combine, and said that 
if the government would carry on an 
investigation of this combine they 
would soon find where the opposition 
to the reciprocity pact came from. 

Sir William Van Horne had said that 
he was so sick and ashamed of this 
new agreement that he did not want to 
talk of it. Sir William had some other 
things that he might better be sick 
and ashamed of, He was president of 
the C,P.R. when the National Policy 
and the C.P.R, were the curse of. the 
country, and prevented the develop- 
ment of the west. 

_Some had talked‘of the diversion of 
the wheat trade to the United States 
mills. Great Britain would for many 
years still be the market for. Canadian 
grain. Mr. Marshall said he had seen 
the situation as to wheat out very con- 
cisely by Sir Donald Mann, who said, 
that they had a haul from Winnipeg to 
the lakes, on which they got a profit, 
a haul down the lakes on which there 
was a profit and a haul across the ocean 
on which they got a profit, and if they 
with three profits could not compete 
against United States carriers, where 
the three profits had, to be divided be-

When Horace Greeley said: “Go west, young man, and grow up 
with your country,” he undoubtedly imagined: that if the young man 
did not emigrate at once the country would soon be grown up with- 
out him. 

But the west has been growing for fifty years, each year with 
an increased momentum, and this year promises to be the year of 
greatest growth. For the young man who wants to grow up with 
the country there could scarcely be a more favorable opportunity 
than at the present time. 

The C. P. R. estimates that by the extension of its branches 
there will be no less than 50 new towns started during the next six 
or eight months, and many of these will be divisional points at which 
a ready-made business is assured, while the others are all in good 
farming country. The Grand Trunk Pacific announces that it will 
open no less than one hundred and forty new stations during the 
summer, and the Canadian Northern has a programme which will 
decorate the map with a whole lot of new communities for which 
there is not yet even a name. 

The Winnipeg Free Press goes into a long calculation to show 
that on the C. P. R. branches alone the new towns established will 
furnish openings for three thousand new businesses and that all 
the branches planned for the year will furnish openings for not 
less than ten thousand businesses. This is aside entirely from the 
growth in towns already established. 

With an outlook like this for one year’s development, the 
young man who comes west and fails to grow up with his country 
is not very likely to grow up very rapidly anywhere else. 


THE CRUX OF THE 
ANTI RECIPROCITY 
AGITATION 

The best thing said in the meeting of the Liberal club last night 
which endorsed the reciprocity pact was the statement by Duncan 
Marshall wherein he pointed out that the reciprocity agreement, so 
far as it went, was not reciprocity at all, but absolute free trade; that 
it was not a matter of lowering certain duties in accordance with any 
arrangement, but of abolishing altogether the duties on the articles 
named in the agreement. 


This furnishes, as the minister of agriculture pointed out, the! 


real clue to the opposition to the reciprocity arrangement by the 
manufacturers of eastern Canada and by all those interests which 
live on special privileges. : 

No one would be foolish enough to suppose that the manufac- 
turers themselves believe that an arrangement which furnishes the 
farmers with a better market while not removing the duty from 
manufactured articles is going to work out to the injury of the manu- 
facturers. To do so would be to accept as an axiom a statement that 
the less money their customers have the better the manufacturers 
are off. 

But the fact that the farmers are te enjoy a measure of free 
trade is certain to make them want more, and it is this that frightens 
the manufacturers. They see the day when the real wealth produc- 
ers of the Dominion of Canada will rise up against the special priv- 
ileges which the manufacturers enjoy and will wipe them out entirely. 

The manufacturers may not be handling their anti-reciprocity 
campaign well, but they are certainly handling it with a very clear 
perception of what it means to them if the free trade idea gets a good 
fair start among the people who have heretofore been delivered up 
by a dastardly tariff arrangement to their tender mercies. 


INTERURBAN 
ABANDONS ITS 
PROJECTS 
The Interurban railway, according to the statement of Raymond 
Brutinel, will not be built this year or any other year by the com- 
pany which he promoted, and the blame for this, as he explains, is 
upon the legislature for annulling-an agreement which he had with 
the municipality of St. Albert. 
If, as the promoter of this project intimates, this scheme is not 
a feasible scheme for corporation operation without the St. Albert 
agreement, then the members of the legislature have a diploma com- 
ing to them for having annulled that agreement, for it certainly would 
have gone very badly with St. Albert to have had to pay 
light and power rates high enough to make a corporation of this 
size a paying proposition. 
From the city’s point of view, Mr. Brutinel’s announcement that | 
he is to abandon the radial scheme clears the situation considerably. 
The city is now free to annul the agreement with the Interurban 
and to proceed with the development of the city lines untrammeled 
by any franchise arrangement. When the time arrives that a line to 
St. Albert is a necessity the city will undoubtedly have its own lines 
paying handsomely and will be in a position to make any extensions 
desirable, either alone or in conjunction with the municipalities into 
whch the radial extensions are made. 
There is one lesson, however, which the city and the legislature 
should be able to gather from the experience with the Interurban. 
When the promoter asked the city for an agreement he took upa 
great deal of valuable time and put the city to the expense of two 
votes upon his franchise. When he asked the legislature for a charter 
he put the province to a large expense. Now he announces that he 
dos not intend to use the rights conferred upon him. 
To cover such emergencies the city should be protected with a} 
deposit or forfeit sufficient at least to defray the expense to which 
the city was put. ety

EIGHT HOUR LAW 


|Penalty for Violation Would Be Fine 
| Ranging From Ten to One Hun- 
dred Dollars 


Spokane, Wash, March 24.—Kight 
hours for work, ¢ight hours for sleep 
and eight hours: for study and recrea- 
lion, is the new order of things that 
may be worked out in the State of 
Washington when the Woman's Labor 
Law becomes effective on June 9. The 
regulation, adopted by the Legislature 
at its last session, provides that no 
wonan or girl employed in mercantile 
establishment jofiee, laundry, hotel or 
restaurant shall be ‘permitted to work 
more than eight hours a day. The pe- 
nalty is a fine of from $10 to $100 for 
each violations, Several manufaecuring 
plants in spokane have already Sonn Gd | 
oul plans by whieh the eight-hour day 
Will go into effeet early in April, thus 
giving employment to from 45 to 20 
per cent. more women than formerly.

SHOOTS TO KILL 


Runs Amuck and Shoots Leaden Pollots 
foto Blg League Baseball 
Squad. 


Los Angeles, Mar, 22.—As a result 
o€a mysterious shooting affray at Mur- 
ietta Hot» Springs, in Riverside county, 
last night, William Tozer, a pitcher of 
the Log ‘Angeles’ Coast baseball club, 
was shot twice with a.22-calibre rifle, 
once in the left arm and again in the 
right shoulder, but not seriously woun- 
ded, Lou Guernsey, a newspaper re- 
porter, received a bullet in the foot, 
infieting a slight wound.

The ball team had ben in training 
at Murietta Springs. Yesterday the 
team played'a game in which Isracl 
acted as umpire. Several of the play- 
ers were walking around the hotel last 
night, having a jocular time when they 
arived in front of his room. They 
engaged ksracl in a colloquy and fin- 
ally, it {8: said, he went into a room 
and picked: up a repeating 22-calibre 
rifle and returning to the porch be- 
gan firing at the men on the ground 
helow, wounding Tozer and Guernsey. 
A friend of Israel, occupying a room 
near him, {g sald to have disarmed the 
latter. 

Israel was arrested by the sheriff, 
according to-\word from Murietta, and 
taken to jail at Riverside. No charge 
has been filed against him, it is un- 
derstood, ‘Tozer was treated at River- 
side and later was taken to a hospital 
hore. One of the bullets has been re- 
covéred. His condition is not critical.

London, Mar. 23.—Some little time 
ago an extensively signed petition, re- 
presenting the principal owners and 
breeders of blood stock in Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, was ‘presented to’ the 
Jockey Club, directing attention to the 
importation in recent! years, for sale, 
of foreign yearlings.

THE GIANT OF THE 
SQUARED CIRCLE 


Over Half a Century 
Ago. 


(By W. A. Phelon.) 

Pight fans call Jack Johnson a giant 
nowadays, and Jim Jeffries will live in 
history as a giant of the ring. There 
have been several men of huge stature 
in the game, but: few of the really gi- 
gantic fighters cut much ice in fistic 
history, They were too slow, too clum- 
sy, and usually lacking energy, ambi- 
tion, and quick thinking. David St. 
John, of Wales, and Jos. McAuliffe, of 
California, were the largest of latter- 
day fighters, ‘and neither came near 
championship perfection. 

And yet, long ago—sixty years or so 
there was a real giant of the ring, a 
man who was not only a son of Anak 
and a Goliath. physically, but was a 
real fighter, grim and great—a fighter 
who could whip anything that walked 
on this green/ earth in human form, 
and who did whip all men that dared 
Freeman, ‘t the American Colussus,"” 
tackle him, That Giant was Charles 
and even the record of his deeds seems 
buried and forgotten. 

Freeman, like any other respectable 
glant ought to be, was a museum freak 
and a side-show attraction. “He was a 
frail and delicate young man, standing 
something like 7 feet 6, nd weighing 
trained for battle, 297 pounds. The 
average giant is dull of wit and puny 
as to. constitution—simply an over- 
srown idiot without strength or sta- 
mina.

the province of Quebec. A particu- 
larly gratifying interest on the part of 
the farmers who have been interview- 
ed, has been everywhere remarked. 
It has never been the understanding 
that the commissioners should under- 
tane esther to give information on 
sheep raising or to offer statements in 
explanation of the policy which might 
ultimately be adopted, Full discus- 
sions, however, of local problems and 
a free expression of opinion on the 
part of the farmers attending the 
meetings has been generally invited 
and the opportunities thus afforded 
have hitherto met with a gratifying re- 
sponse, Even in what have been con- 
sidered backward districts, the people 
have earnestly sought information re- 
garding sheep and sheep raising, and 
a general recognition has been evident 
of the value of increased sheep pro- 
duction on the individual farms of the 
country. 

The commissioners are now about to 
proceed to western,Canada. It is pro- 
posed that they shall visit the Bran- 
don winter fair and spend the week 
commencing March 43 in Manitoba. 
They will then continue westward to 
Regina, At the Regina winter fair, 
it is hoped that they will meet a re- 
presentative number of the breeders 
in Saskatchewan. On the 25th of 
March in Maple Creck a meeting of a 
local nature is being arranged for, in 
order that a little more familiar ac- 
quaintance may be obtained of the 
conditions peculiar to that province. 
The week following will be spent in 
Alberta, where it is planned that meet- 
ings shall be held at Lethbridge, Cal- 
gary and Edmonton. Again proceeding 
west, they will spend the fourth week 
in the province of British Columbia. 

The interviews which Messrs. Ritch 
and Dryden may have.with the west- 
ern sheep raisers should form a dis- 
tinct feature of the report which they 
will be expected to make to the de- 
partment, The problems attending the 
industry in the west are of such a spe- 
cit] nature and represent such an im- 
portant phase of the subject that the 
whole question must evidently receive 
special consideration. The growth of 
the industry in the west would be sug- 
gestive of improved farming condi- 
tions at all commensurate with the ex- 
tent of the territory, the future of the 
Canadian sheep raiser, both in the east 
and in the west, will be permanently 
assured,

WERE MULCTED 
OF LARGE SUMS 


Jarvis, Ontario Citizens Defrauded out 
of Nearly $70,000 By ‘'Respect- 
able”? Citizen. 


Jarvis, Ont., Mar. 94 —Excitement 
is at fever heat in this village and vic- 
inity over the disappearance of J. Y. 
Murdoch, for fourteen years a prac- 
tising barrister, respected citizen, and 
prominent church worker here. Mur- 
dock was last seen in the village two 
weeks ago. It was nearly a week 1a- 
ter before his absence began to at- 
tract attention. Then it was learned 
that he had gone for good. Today it 
is estimated that he had mulcted the 
people of Jarvis and surrounding coun- 
try of a sum of money rangfing from 
$25,000 to $70,000, Bogus notes and 
mortgages and thefts of cold cash in 
amounts ranging from a few hundred 
dollars to several thousands, are liad 
at teh door of Murdock. 

People in this village alone, it is 
claimed, have lost $16,000. Here are 
two typical cases alleged gainst Mur- 
dock, Thomas Bartlett, of Cheapside, 
'borowed $1,100 three years ago from 
} Murdock on a mortgage. Murdock 
about the same time sold the mortgage 
to Morgan Howson, It read for 31,- 
| 400 instead of $4,100, and this amount 
Hewson paid for it. Bartlett has re- 
ceipts to show that he paid up the 'ast 
of the $4,400 last fall, John Walters 
of Jarvis bought a mortgage from 
Murdock for $1,200 purporting to be 
on property of Daniel Kindry of Nan- 
ticoke. After the disappearance of 
Murdock, Walters looked the matter 
up, Kindry said he gave no mortgage. 
Murdock was secretary of the school 
board for several years.
